Thlefeld region was discontinued in 1948. 


Meissel's investigetion showed an average of 80 grams of germanium in 
the ashes of one ton of Ihlefeld coal. When this was reported to the 
SCC in Karlshorst, the Soviets requested Zaft to develop a pia: for 
exploiting the. field. The plan is now being worked on by Fachgebiet 
Kohle and Energie of 2ZaAFT.
